City  boards  approve  lease  agreement 
for  financing  Golden  Gate  Park  garage

Plans  for  building  a  parking 
garage  underneath  the  Music 
Concourse  in  Golden  Gate  Park 
took  a  big  step  forward  when  a 
ground  lease  for  the  project  won 
the  approval  of  two  key  city 
boards. 

In  mid-October  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  Concourse  Authority 
(GGPCA)  and  the  SF  Recreation 
and  Park  Commission  unani¬ 
mously  approved  a  35-year 
ground  lease  for  a  new  $50  mil-

San  Francisco  community 
members  representing  the 
Richmond  District  testified  on  a 
proposal  to  rename  the 
Richmond  Branch  Library  in 
honor  of  the  late  Sen.

The  commission  also  adopted 
findings  that  the  project  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  Golden  Gate 
Park  Master  Plan  and  with 
Proposition  J,  which  authorized 
the  building  of  a  garage  with  pri¬ 
vate  funds.  The  garage  is  the 
centerpiece  of  a  package  of  im¬ 
provements  to  the  Music 
Concourse  approved  by  voters  in 
1998.

would  retain  the  geographic  loca¬ 
tion  in  the  title.  The  name  would 
read  Richmond  Branch/Milton 
Marks  Library  if  it  were  to  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  SF  Library 
Commission. 

About  40  people  spoke  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  the  name  change.  One  par¬ 
ticipant  expressed  dissent,  citing 
people’s  confusion  trying  to  find 
the  library  as  the  main  reason  not 
to  rename  it. 

The  speakers  were  a  diverse 
group,  including  the  senator’s 
late  wife  Carolene  Marks,  Walter 
Johnson,  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council. 


ponents  and  supporters  of  the 
garage  have  engaged  in  a  bitter 
debate  over  elements  of  the  de¬ 
sign,  a  transportation  plan,  the 
environmental  impact  report, 
and  now  over  the  lease  for  the 
project. 

At  the  heart  of  the  controver¬ 
sy  over  the  lease  is  a  $50  million 
tax-free  bond  offering  proposed 
by  the  Music  Concourse  Com¬ 
munity  Partnership  (MCCP),  a 
non-profit  philanthropic  organi¬ 
zation  empowered  to  raise  pri¬ 
vate  funds  to  build  the  garage. 


local  merchants,  residents  and 
those  who  knew  or  worked  with 
Marks. 

The  speakers  all  struck  upon 
recurring  themes  when  citing 
reasons  for  renaming  the  library 
in  Marks'  honor,  including  his 
accessibility. 

"He  was  the  only  politician  I 
knew  of  who  had  his  telephone 
number  listed  in  the  phone 
book,”  said  Allenda  Simpson,  his 
campaign  treasurer. 

They  also  cited  his  tireless  ef¬ 
forts  to  be  a  true  public  servant.

The  bond  proposal  was  put 
forward  several  months  ago  as  a 
way  to  finance  the  project  by 
MCCP  after  Warren  Heilman,  an 
influential  philanthropist  and  the 
driving  force  behind  the  project, 
was  unable  to  raise  the  entire 
$50  million  in  private  donations 
to  build  the  garage. 

To  make  the  bonds  an  attrac¬ 
tive  investment,  MCCP  intends 
to  use  the  $36  million  in  private 
donations  it  raised  for  the  project 
as  collateral  for  the  bond  debt. 

Opponents  argued  to  board 
members  that  using  bond  money 
to  build  the  garage  violates  the 
terms  of  Prop.  J,  which  mandates 
that  the  garage  be  built  with  pri¬ 
vate  funds. 

“How  can  parking  revenues 
be  considered  philanthropic  do¬ 
nations  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
off  the  garage  construction  loan? 
asked  Chris  Duderstadt.  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Save  Golden  Gate  Park, 
an  organization  formed  to  fight 
the  project. 

However.  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Michael  Cohen  assured 
members  of  both  boards  that  the 
garage  was  being  built  with  pri¬ 
vate  dollars,  as  mandated  by 
Prop.  J.  He  explained  that  the 
funds  do  not  become  public  dol¬ 
lars  until  they  flow  back  to  the

After  months  of  suspense, 
two  developers  competing  for 
the  right  to  turn  the  historic 
Public  Health  Service  Hospital 
(PHSH)  in  the  Presidio  into  resi¬ 
dential  housing  unveiled  propos¬ 
als  that  had  many  features  in 
common. 

Forest  City  Development  and 
The  John  Stewart  Company,  the 
two  remaining  candidates  select¬ 
ed  by  the  Presidio  Trust  from  a 
group  of  nine  applicants,  de¬ 
signed  projects  that  kept  the  non- 
historic  wings  of  the  hospital  in¬ 
tact  and  declined  to  develop  the 
Battery  Caulfield  site  that  cur¬ 
rently  serves  as  a  sanctuary  for 
quail  and  native  plants. 

Instead,  both  plans  concen¬ 
trated  on  maximizing  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  main  hospital  build¬ 
ing,  with  Forest  proposing  to 
convert  the  hospital  into  321 
units  and  Stewart  proposing  288 
units  of  affordable  and  market 
rate  housing.  Stewart’s  units 
would  be  a  combination  of  rental 
and  condominium  units. 

During  their  presentations, 
both  developers  emphasized 
their  sensitivity  to  the  Presidio’s 
goal  of  preserving  natural  park 
land  by  returning  the  paved 
parking  lots  at  the  main  site  to 
open  space  and  building  under¬ 
ground  parking  facilities. 

The  competing  plans  also  in¬ 
cluded  some  on-site  commercial 
services  to  make  the  project 
more  traffic-sensitive. 

While  Stewart  proposed  only 
one  plan.  Forest  City 
Development  presented  an  alter¬ 
native  plan  for  a  senior  commu¬ 
nity  that  included  129  units  of 
low-scale  development  at  the 
Caulfield  site.  This  plan  featured 
removing  the  non-historic  wings. 

However,  Greg  Vilkin.  presi¬ 
dent  of  Forest  City 
Development,  said  his  company 
preferred  their  other  plan,  which 
he  said  was  more  environmental¬ 
ly  sustainable. 

The  Public  Health  Service 
Hospital  is  the  largest  historic 
building  in  the  Presidio  and  sits 
in  the  northern  part  of  the 
Richmond  District  at  Lake  Street 
and  15th  Avenue.  The  hospital 
was  rebuilt  in  a  Geurgian 
Revival  style  in  the  ’30s  with

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City's  proposed  housing  plan  comes  under  fire

Richmond  District  residents 
were  among  the  more  than  100 
speakers  at  a  SF  Planning 
Commission  meeting  on  a  con¬ 
troversial  citywide  Housing 
Element  plan.  The  plan  would 
increase  housing  density  while 
easing  minimum  restrictions  for 
parking  spaces  inside  residential 
buildings. 

The  increase  in  housing  den¬ 
sity  and  easing  of  parking  regu¬ 
lations  is  targeted  for  the  city's 
main  transit  corridors.  Among 
the  corridors  that  may  be  affect¬ 
ed  are  19th  Avenue,  West  Portal 
Avenue,  Geary  Boulevard, 
Mission  Street,  Third  Street  and 
Lombard  Street. 

In  addition  to  the  Planning 
Commission  chambers,  two  City 
Hall  overflow  rooms  where  the 
proceedings  were  broadcast  re¬ 


mained  full  during  most  of  the 
five-and-a-half  hour  meeting. 
Some  city  residents  without 
seats  peered  into  the  rooms  from 
the  hallway. 

The  meeting  began  with 
opening  comments  by  members 
of  the  planning  commission  and 
Zoning  Administrator  Larry 
Badiner,  who  was  the  first  to 
speak. 

“The  deadline  to  extend  the 
Housing  Element  was  Dec.  31, 
2001,"  he  said.  “The  City  is  very 
concerned  about  our  losses  since 
then  and  our  ability  to  build 
housing." 

Badiner  said  the  Housing 
Element,  which  is  part  of  the  SF 
General  Plan  for  various  im¬ 
provements  throughout  the  City, 
would  not  change  housing  laws. 

“We  must  follow  the  zoning 
code,"  he  said.  "This  plan  does 
not  rezone  the  city.  It  offers  a 
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guide  on  how  to  move  forward." 

There  are  several  aspects  of 
the  plan  (hat  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  Vice-President  Michael 
Anlonini  was  skeptical  about. 

“I  am  concerned  that  we  have 
an  unfinished  document  that  is 
not  ready  for  an  environmental 
impact  review  (EIR) he  said.  “I 
also  question  the  affordability  of 
any  new  housing  units. 
Affordable  housing  units  need  to 
be  seen  as  a  goal  and  not  a  set 
quota. 

“Neighborhood  control  over 
housing  units  needs  to  be  consid¬ 
ered." 

Antonini  said  the  current  draft 
does  not  include  all  of  the  com¬ 
mission  members'  opinions. 

“We  need  to  include  all  the 
views  so  the  public  can  gel  a 
clear  picture  of  where  everyone 
stands  on  this,"  he  said. 

Commissioner  William  Lee 
also  thought  the  current  Housing 
Element  draft  needs  revision. 

“We  need  a  section  to  be 
added  to  the  draft  that  addresses 
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water  and  sewage  issues,”  he 
said.  “We  need  long-range  plan¬ 
ning  for  expanding  transit  ser¬ 
vice  if  we’re  going  to  increase 
housing  density.” 

Commissioner  Edgar  Boyd 
said  San  Francisco  needs  lo  keep 
pace  with  its  growing  need  for 
housing. 

“Affordable  housing  for 
renters  and  potential  buyers  is  an 
important  element  of  this  plan 
we  must  follow,”  he  said. 

After  comments  from  the 
commissioners,  the  meeting  was 
opened  for  public  comment. 
Because  of  the  volume  of  speak¬ 
ers,  each  speaker  was  rigidly 
limited  lo  two  minutes. 

Maria  Sousa,  a  member  of  the 
Planning  Association  for  the 
Richmond  and  Save  Our 
Neighborhoods,  said  she  is  not 
opposed  to  the  general  concept 
of  the  Housing  Element. 

“We  just  need  to  develop 
policies  along  with  the  plan  that 
will  advance  the  availability  of 
moderate-rate  housing,"  she 
said. 

Sunset  resident  Ron  Lichte 
was  among  those  who  spoke. 

“This  policy  will  set  the  tone 
for  San  Francisco,"  he  said.  "It  is 
the  groundwork  for  rezoning. 

“It  puts  all  of  our  neighbor¬ 
hoods  at  risk.  All  residents 
should  be  made  aware  of  these 
proposed  changes.” 

Parkside  District  resident 
Eileen  Boken  said  the  current 
draft  of  the  Housing  Element  is 
an  example  of  the  commission’s 
flawed  planning  process, 

“It's  problematic,"  she  said. 
“An  audit  shows  that  we  have 
insufficient  resources  and  inade¬ 
quate  planning  in  this  proposal. 

A  Haight-Ashbury  resident 
was  concerned  that  the  current 
draft  does  not  take  into  consider¬ 
ation  the  impact  the  Housing 
Element  will  have  on  livability 
throughout  the  City. 

A  Mission  District  resident 
had  a  similar  opinion  of  the  plan. 

"Transit  corridors  are  the  per¬ 
fect  locations  for  high  density 
housing.  Housing  people  is  more 
important  than  housing  cars,” 
she  said.  "High  density  does  not 
mean  highrises." 

A  Sunset  resident  fell  some¬ 
where  in  between  both  sides  in 
her  opinion  about  the  Housing 
Element. 

“There  should  be  a  delay  in 


approval,  not  to  defeat  this  mea¬ 
sure  but  to  develop  a  compro¬ 
mise  that  most  of  us  can  live 
with,”  he  said.  “Housing  is  a  se¬ 
rious  concern  but  so  is  preserv¬ 
ing  neighborhood  character.” 

After  public  comment  there 
was  a  five  minute  break  before 
the  commissioners  came  back  to 
discuss  their  final  thoughts  on 
the  plan. 

Badiner  was  once  again  the 
first  to  speak. 

“I  want  to  emphasize  that  we 
are  not  proposing  any  specific 
heights,  density  or  zoning 
changes,”  he  said.  “I  think  in¬ 
creased  density  at  certain  transit 
corridors  can  be  considered.” 

Badiner  said  the  commission 
wants  to  preserve  the  scale  and 
character  of  San  Francisco's 
neighborhoods. 

“We  should  have  future  pub¬ 
lic  hearings  on  this  issue."  he 
said. 

Commission  Vice-president 
Antonini  said  there  are  several 
issues  the  public  needs  to  re¬ 
view.  However,  he  was  opti¬ 
mistic  that  the  Housing  Element 
can  be  shaped  into  an  effective 
plan. 

“There  is  no  reason  why  all 
the  proposals  in  the  plan  can’t  be 
implemented  in  some  form.”  he 
said.  “I  think  we  should  hold  off 
on  the  EIR  if  there  will  be  signif¬ 
icant  changes  to  the  document." 

Commissioner  Lisa  Feldstein 
said  the  plan  will  help  ease  the 
cost  of  living  in  San  Francisco. 

“This  (high  cost  of  living)  has 
had  the  greatest  impact  on  dam¬ 
aging  our  neighborhoods'  char¬ 
acter,”  she  said.  "I  am  confident 
that  all  of  our  concerns  are  being 
addressed. 

“I  am  in  favor  of  moving  for¬ 
ward  with  the  EIR." 

Boyd  was  confident  in  the  ac¬ 
curacy  of  the  current  draft's 
population  statistics. 

“The  data  we  are  using  as  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  need  for  new  hous¬ 
ing  was  gathered  in  1999.”  he 
said.  “But  I  think  it  is  still  an  ac¬ 
curate  reflection  of  our  popula¬ 
tion. 

“Until  we  can  supply  ade¬ 
quate  housing  for  our  workforce, 
we  will  continue  to  lose  money 
from  those  who  work  in  the  City 
but  don't  live  here.  We  also  need 
to  develop  provisions  that  bene-

Code  Enforcement  Task  Force  puts 
the  kibosh  on  defective  housing

A  suspected  crack  house,  a 
dilapidated  building  with 
garbage  piling  up,  a  landlord 
who  fails  to  provide  heat,  repairs 
or  a  smoke  detector  -  if  these  sit¬ 
uations  exist,  whom  do  you  call 
and  what  can  be  done? 

To  address  these  concerns,  the 
monthly  community  meeting 
held  at  the  Richmond  Police 
Station  Oct.  21  featured  City 
Deputy  Attorney  Curtis  Christy- 
Cirillo  of  the  city  attorney's 
Code  Enforcement  Task  Force. 

Christy-Cirillo  is  one  of  nine 
attorneys  who  make  up  the  Code 
Enforcement  Task  Force.  Code 
enforcement  focuses  on  report¬ 
ing  and  correcting  violations  of 
the  city's  fire,  building,  housing 
and  health  codes.  The  Code 
Enforcement  Task  Force  has 
been  addressing  code  violation 
problems  since  1991.  It  has  re¬ 
ceived  an  award  from  the  Ford 
Foundation  for  innovation  in  lo¬ 
cal  government. 

After  being  introduced  by 
Richmond  Station  Capt.  Sandra 
Tong,  Christy-Cirillo  clarified 
the  difference  between  the  office 
of  the  City  Attorney  and  the 
District  Attorney. 

“Our  office  handles  civil  is¬ 
sues  and  we  should  not  to  be 
confused  with  the  district  attor¬ 
ney.  who  handles  criminal  mat¬ 
ters."  he  said. 


The  new  M.  H.  de  Young 
Memorial  Museum's  topping  off 
celebration,  held  Oct.  18,  includ¬ 
ed  family  art  activities,  previews 
of  the  new  building  and  its  col¬ 
lections,  musical  performances 
and  more.  The  de  Young  is 
scheduled  to  open  to  the  public 
in  the  summer  of  2005. 

The  tradition  of  topping  off 
began  centuries  ago  in  ancient 
Scandinavia,  where  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  a  building's  skeleton  was 
celebrated  with  the  placing  of  a 
pine  tree  atop  the  structure. 

The  tradition  remains  much 
the  same  in  modern  times  and 
the  de  Young's  topping  off  was 


Christy-Cirillo  explained  that 
his  division  connects  with  more 
than  50  city  agencies  and  depart¬ 
ments,  including  police,  fire, 
health,  public  works,  weights 
and  measures  and  others  in  an 
effort  to  resolve  problems  that 
arise  in  the  community  and  re¬ 
quire  legal  intervention.  The  cas¬ 
es  are  generated  from  citizen 
complaints  and  involve  issues  of 
public  safety,  quality  of  life,  gen¬ 
eral  nuisance,  unsafe  buildings 
and  unfair  business  practices. 

“An  example  of  an  unfair 
business  practice,"  said  Christy- 
Cirillo,  "would  be  operating 
without  an  appropriate  city  per¬ 
mit  or  license." 

He  said  he  recently  cited  the 
owner  of  a  donut  shop  for  oper¬ 
ating  without  a  city  license  and 
shut  down  an  illegal  towing  ser¬ 
vice. 

General  nuisance  and  quality- 
of-life  issues  might  involve  cir¬ 
cumstances  such  as  excessive 
noise,  garbage  accumulation, 
building  maintenance  or  parking 
illegally  and  blocking  the  pub¬ 
lic's  right  of  way. 

“We  begin  by  alerting  the 
owner  by  letter,"  said  Christy- 
Cirillo. 

A  lawsuit  is  filed  only  after  a 
failure  to  resolve  the  problem.  If 
a  lawsuit  is  filed,  it  is  heard  be¬ 
fore  a  judge  only. 

Christy-Cirillo  said  he  han¬ 
dles  approximately  60  cases  a

lawsuits.  The  city  is  divided  into 
nine  districts  and  an  attorney  is 
designated  for  each  district. 
Christy-Cirillo  handles  the 
Richmond  District,  among  oth¬ 
ers. 

When  a  complaint  is  received, 
the  task  force,  which  would  in¬ 
clude  representatives  from  the 
city  attorney's  office,  police  de¬ 
partment.  fire  department,  health 
department  and  other  relevant 
departments,  pays  a  visit  to  in¬ 
spect  the  business  or  building 
and  carefully  records  any  code 
violations.  The  owner  is  then  in¬ 
formed.  corrections  are  suggest¬ 
ed  and  a  deadline  is  given. 
Failure  to  comply  might  result  in 
the  loss  of  the  property  or  busi¬ 
ness. 

Remedies  for  code  violations 
involve  taking  care  of  the  prob¬ 
lem.  If  a  penalty  is  assessed, 
however,  any  money  received  is 
divided  up  in  accordance  with 
requirements  provided  in  the  city 
Charter.  The  attorneys  in  the 
case  are  paid  and  the  remainder 
goes  to  the  specific  departments 
and  the  city's  general  fund. 

In  fiscal  year  1998-99,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  the  division  collected 
more  than  $865,000  in  penalties 
for  violation  of  city  laws. 

To  report  a  code  violation, 
call  the  task  force's  office  at

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Despite  snubs,  candidates  fight  to  get  message  out

Three  mayoral  candidates 
have  been  crisscrossing  the  City 
stumping  for  votes,  despite  being 
treated  as  fringe  candidates  who 
do  not  have  a  chance  of  winning 
the  Nov.  4  election. 

Candidates  Roger  Schulke. 
Jim  Reid  and  Michael  Denny 
have  been  trying  to  get  media 
coverage  and  inclusion  into 
many  of  the  city's  debates  and 
political  forums.  They  have  to 
fight  because  they  are  not  front¬ 
runners  in  city  polls,  leading 
many  groups  to  exclude  them 
from  political  events. 

This  is  their  story. 

Roger  Schulke: 

Roger  Schulke  moved  to  San 
Francisco  after  serving  as  a 
medic  in  the  Air  Force  during 
the  Vietnam  War.  He  was  an 


emergency  room  shift  leader 
during  his  tour  of  duty.  He  has 
an  MBA  from  Golden  Gate 
University  and  currently  runs  his 
own  business,  Outlanders,  which 
provides  out-source  computer 
system  management  services. 

Schulke  is  running  on  a  plat¬ 
form  that  would  strengthen  busi¬ 
ness  in  the  City  to  increase  the 
tax  base  and  lower  unemploy¬ 
ment.  He  wants  to  create  a  Blue 
Ribbon  Panel  to  recommend 
ways  to  increase  tourism  and 
make  the  City  more  competitive 
in  attracting  and  retaining  busi¬ 
ness. 

The  mayoral  candidate  thinks 
upcoming  budget  deficits  can  be 
overcome  by  streamlining  or 
eliminating  duplicative  or  politi¬ 
cally-structured  city  depart¬ 
ments.  without  substantial  cuts 
to  city  services. 

He  also  wants  to  tackle  quali-

ty-of-life  issues,  such  as  the 
homeless  situation,  which  he 
thinks  negatively  affects  tourism 
and  is  an  affront  to  city  resi¬ 
dents. 

According  to  Schulke.  much 
of  the  homeless  population  in  the 
City  comes  from  other  locales 
due  to  "Greyhound  therapy," 
whereby  the  homeless  are  given 
one-way  bus  tickets  to  San 
Francisco  for  its  generous  wel¬ 
fare  benefits.  He  says  the  City 
has  six  times  as  many  homeless 
people  as  other  cities  its  size. 

“San  Francisco  should  not. 
and  cannot,  be  responsible  for 
taking  care  of  the  nation's  home¬ 
less.  The  first  step  in  fixing  and 
controlling  the  indigent  problem 
is  to  stop  their  ever-increasing 
flood  into  the  City."  he  said.  "We 
may  be  compassionate,  but  we 
cannot  be  foolish  about  it." 

Schulke  says  he  would  first 
get  accurate  counts  of  the  home¬ 
less  population  and  the  amount 
of  money  being  spent  on  social

services,  something  he  says  is 
sorely  lacking.  He  would  then 
re-evaluate  the  city's  policies 
and  redirect  funding  to  reduce 
the  number  of  homeless  on  the 
streets. 

Michael  Denny: 

Michael  Denny  is  the 
Libertarian  candidate  for  mayor. 

The  Richmond  District  resi¬ 
dent  was  born  in  Virginia  and 
educated  in  Denver.  He  came  to 
the  City  26  years  ago  because  it 
represented  a  “bright  opportuni¬ 
ty."  an  environment  of  personal 
freedom  and  budding  en¬ 
trepreneurial  opportunities. 

That  has  changed,  he  said, 
and  he  wants  to  do  something 
about  it. 

“Gradually,  I  saw  San 
Francisco  turn  from  a  place  of 
openness  and  tolerance  to  one  of 
nanny-like  political  correctness," 
he  said. 

Denny's  philosophical  under¬ 
pinnings  include  encouraging  in¬ 
dividual  freedom  and  personal 
responsibility.  He  would  reduce 
expensive,  intrusive  government, 
repeal  bad  laws  and  eliminate  re¬ 
strictive  regulations,  which  he 
says  leads  to  corruption. 

Denny  would  reduce  the  size 
of  government  and  "slash  per¬ 
sonal.  business,  property  and 
sales  taxes.” 

Concerning  the  city's  housing 
policies,  Denny  said  he  would 
eliminate  government  controls 
on  the  construction  and  usage  of 
housing  and  eliminate  the  city’s 
mandatory  requirement  for  vehi¬ 
cle  parking  spaces.  He  would 
“unleash"  private  enterprise  to 
solve  parking  and  transportation 
problems. 

To  help  the  homeless  popula¬ 
tion  Denny  would  repeal  the 
minimum  wage  to  create  more 
en(ry-level  jobs,  set  time  limits 
for  government  services,  track 
the  results  of  money  spent  and 
review  the  performance  of  non¬ 
profit  groups  being  paid  to  deliv¬ 
er  services. 

A  successful  businessman. 
Denny  founded  American  Wine 
Distributors  in  1987  and 
Vintners  Express  in  2000. 

Jim  Reid: 

Jim  Reid  is  an  ambitious  can¬ 
didate.  Since  running  for  mayor 
four  years  ago.  Reid  has  devel¬ 
oped  and  published  27  position 
papers  concerning  the  fate  of  the 


City. 

“A  great  mayor  would  have 
his  opinion  on  an  issue  and  sit 
down  and  carefully  listen  to  op¬ 
posing  opinions  and  develop  so¬ 
lutions  that  serve  the  primary 
needs  of  all  people,”  he  said. 

In  his  position  papers  he  tack¬ 
les  a  multitude  of  topics,  includ¬ 
ing:  public  transit;  universal 
health  care;  job  creation;  taxes; 
political  campaign  reform; 
street-drug  policy;  public  toilets; 
recycling  and  the  environment; 
prostitution;  tobacco  and  nico¬ 
tine  addiction;  and  the  city's  in¬ 
frastructure.  “from  Hunters  Point 
to  the  Great  Highway." 

To  dramatize  his  positions, 
Reid  often  takes  unconventional 
approaches.  To  point  out  the 
need  for  improvements  to  Muni. 
Reid  rode  the  city's  buses  for  72 
hours  straight. 

He  once  spent  nine  days  on 
the  streets  with  homeless  people 
and  slept  in  shelters  to  learn 
first-hand  about  the  trials  and 
tribulations  of  the  city’s  home¬ 
less  population.  As  a  result, 
Reid,  a  contractor,  has  developed 
a  plan  to  house  the  homeless. 

He  has  constructed  a  small 
home,  a  1 0-foot-by- 1 0-foot 
structure  dubbed  “ShelterOne," 
which  he  said  can  be  constructed 
with  about  $9,000  in  materials. 
Labor  to  build  the  homes  would 
come  from  volunteers  and  home¬ 
less  people  working  to  learn  con¬ 
struction  skills. 

The  homes  would  come 
equipped  with  a  washer  and  dry¬ 
er,  bed.  kitchenette,  bath,  closet, 
desk  and  chair.  They  could  be 
located  throughout  the  City,  such 
as  at  the  former  Hunters  Point 
Shipyard.

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November  ballot  propositions 
spelled  out  at  westside  forum

A  forum  hosted  by  the  Sunset 
Parkside  Education  and  Action 
Committee  (SPEAK)  in  the 
Sunset  District  gave  city  resi¬ 
dents  an  overview  of  the  14 
propositions  that  will  appear  on 
the  Nov.  4  general  election  bal¬ 
lot. 

The  meeting  also  featured 
speakers  who  were  for  or  against 
propositions  A,  E,  J  and  M. 

Jenny  Wagoner,  from  the  SF 
League  of  Women  Voters,  ex¬ 
plained  each  of  the  propositions 
and  fielded  questions  from  the 
audience. 

Proposition  A  would  allow 
the  SF  Unified  School  District 
(SFUSD)  to  borrow  $295  million 
by  issuing  general  obligation 
bonds  to  finish  some  of  the  pro¬ 
jects  in  the  district’s  Facilities 
Master  Plan. 

The  district  would  use  the 
funds-  to  renovate  classrooms; 
kitchens  and  bathrooms;  im¬ 
prove  accessibility  for  students 
with  disabilities;  eliminate  envi¬ 
ronmental  hazards  such  as  as¬ 
bestos;  conduct  health  and  safety 
repairs  to  electrical  and  plumb¬ 
ing  systems;  replace  bungalows; 
and  rebuild  outdoor  areas  for 
hands-on  environmental  learn¬ 
ing. 

Proposition  A  requires  the 
SFUSD  to  create  a  Citizens' 
Oversight  Committee  to  review 
and  inform  the  public  on  how 
the  money  approved  by  the  mea¬ 
sure  is  spent. 

Proposition  B  would  give  San 
Francisco  the  authorization  to 
amend  its  contract  with  the 
California  Public  Employees 
Retirement  System  (CalPERS) 
to  change  the  retirement  benefits 
for  miscellaneous  safety  employ¬ 
ees  even  if  there  is  an  increase  in 
the  cost  of  the  contract.  The  em¬ 
ployees  include  probation  offi¬ 
cers  and  district  attorney  investi¬ 
gators.  Any  increase  in  the  cost 
of  the  contract  would  be  paid  by 
the  employees  rather  than  the 
City. 

Proposition  C  would  expand 
the  title  of  the  City  controller  by 
also  naming  him  or  her  the  City 
Services  Auditor  (CSA).  The 
CSA  would  be  required  to  moni¬ 
tor  the  level  and  effectiveness  of 
services  provided  by  the  City  to 
its  residents. 

The  City  would  use  less  than 
one  percent  of  the  city’s  annual 
budget  to  pay  for  the  City 
Services  Auditor  program.  A 
Citizens  Audit  Review  Board 
would  act  as  an  advisor  and 
evaluator  for  CSA. 

Wagoner  was  asked  how 
members  of  the  Audit  Review 
Board  would  be  chosen. 

“The  appointments  would  be 
made  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  receive  final  ap¬ 
proval  from  the  school  board," 
she  said. 

Proposition  D  would  expand 
the  power  of  the  current  Small 
Business  Commission  by  allow¬ 
ing  it  to  set  city  policy  that  af¬ 
fects  small  businesses.  It  would 
remain  an  advisory  body  to  the 
mayor. 

The  commission  would  still 
have  seven  members,  but  the 
mayor  would  no  longer  appoint 
all  seven  members.  Four  mem¬ 
bers  would  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  and  three  by  the  SF  Board 
of  Supervisors.  The  board  could 
reject  the  mayor’s  appointees  by 
a  two-thirds  vote. 

At  least  five  of  the  seven 
commissioners  would  be  re¬ 


quired  to  own,  operate  or  serve 
as  officers  at  a  small  business  in 
San  Francisco.  Only  voters  could 
change  the  number,  qualifica¬ 
tions  or  method  of  appointment 
of  commission  members  or  abol¬ 
ish  the  commission. 

Proposition  E  would  modify 
San  Francisco's  ethics  laws  and 
make  them  more  specific  by  con¬ 
solidating  all  of  them  into  its 
Campaign  and  Governmental 
Conduct  Code.  Some  ethics  laws 
would  be  amended  and  new 
ethics  laws  would  be  created. 

Proposition  F  would  grant 
early  retirement  to  city  employ¬ 
ees  that  are  in  departments 
where  individual  positions  are 
being  eliminated  because  of  a 
budget  shortfall.  Employees  who 
receive  this  benefit  would  be 
treated  as  if  they  had  worked 
three  years  longer  and  were  three 
years  older. 

This  would  allow  some  em¬ 
ployees  to  retire  who  otherwise 
would  not  be  eligible.  It  would 
also  boost  the  retirement  pay -of 
employees  who  are  already  eligi¬ 
ble  to  retire. 

“The  city  would  roughly  save 
$85,000  per  employee  that  quali¬ 
fied  for  this  program,”  Wagoner 
said. 

She  said  cost  estimates  for  the 
program  are  elusive. 

“There  is  no  rough  estimate  at 
this  point  because  the  process  to 
determine  who  would  be  eligible 
wouldn't  happen  until  after  the 
election,"  Wagoner  said. 

Proposition  G  would  replace 
the  city’s  cash  reserve  fund  with 
a  new  fund  called  the  “rainy 
day”  reserve.  During  years  when 
the  City  collects  more  than  five 
percent  more  money  than  it  col¬ 
lected  in  the  previous  year,  the 
City  would  reserve  half  of  this 
money  for  the  new  fund. 

The  City  would  only  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  tap  into  the  fund  when 
it  collects  less  money  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

Proposition  H  would  expand 
the  SF  Police  Commission  from 
five  members  to  seven.  The  may¬ 
or  would  nominate  four  mem¬ 
bers  and  the  board  of  supervisors 
would  nominate  the  rest.  The 
mayor  could  remove  their  ap¬ 
pointees  only  with  the  approval 


of  a  majority  of  the  board.  The 
board  could  remove  its  ap¬ 
pointees  at  any  time  with  a  ma¬ 
jority  vote. 

The  measure  would  also  al¬ 
low  the  Office  of  Citizen 
Complaints  (OCC)  to  file 
charges  against  police  officers 
after  conferring  with  the  police 
chief. 

Before  moving  on  to  the  final 
six  measures,  Wagoner  explain¬ 
ed  that  they  are  ordinances  with 
no  financial  obligations  attached 
to  them. 

Proposition  I  would  establish 
a  program  to  aid  certain  families 
with  childcare  and  preschool 
costs.  Families  with  at  least  one 
child  between  three  and  five 
years  of  age  would  be  eligible  if 
they  live  in  San  Francisco,  have 
an  income  at  or  below  75  per¬ 
cent  of  the  California  median  in¬ 
come,  and  do  not  receive  a  child 
care  or  preschool  subsidy  from 
the  state. 

Proposition  J  would  require 
San  Francisco  to  provide  tempo¬ 
rary  shelters  that  specifically 
serve  homeless  seniors,  youth, 
families  and  disabled  individu¬ 
als. 

The  goal  of  Proposition  K  is 
to  extend  by  30  years  a  half-cent 
sales  tax  that  is  used  to  help  fund 
public  transportation  projects.  It 
would  also  overhaul  the  city’s 
current  transportation  spending 
plan.  Funds  from  this  tax  may  be 
used  for  a  project  to  revitalize 
19th  Avenue. 

Proposition  L  would  raise  San 
Francisco's  minimum  wage  from 
$6.75  to  $8.50  an  hour.  Small 
businesses  with  10  or  fewer  em¬ 
ployees  would  be  given  two 
years  to  meet  the  new  minimum 
wage. 

Proposition  M  is  a  two¬ 
pronged  measure  that  seeks  to 
ban  aggressive  panhandling  and 
outlaw  panhandling  in  certain  lo¬ 
cations. 

It  defines  aggressive  panhan¬ 
dling  as: 

•  approaching,  speaking  to  or 
following  the  person  in  a  way  in¬ 
tended  or  likely  to  cause  fear  or 
intimidation;

Carry  wallets 
in  from  pants  pockets.  This  will  make  it 
more  difficult  for  pickpockets  on  crowded 
buses  or  trains  to  remove  items  from  your 
possession: 

•  Don't  leave  packages  and  other  valu¬ 
ables  visible  in  your  automobile.  If  you 
must  put  something  of  value  in  your  trunk, 
do  it  before  you  get  to  your  destination.  It 
makes  no  sense  to  hide  something  if  you 
make  a  public  display  of  where  you're  hid¬ 
ing  it; 

•  Pay  attention  to  your  surroundings,  es¬ 
pecially  when  using  ATM  machines; 

♦  When  shopping  at  night,  park  in 
staffed  parking  lots  and  walk  in  well-light¬ 
ed  areas.  If  possible,  especially  at  night,  try 
to  go  shopping  with  a  companion.  More 
often  than  not,  it's  the  lone  shopper  mug¬ 
gers  like  to  prey  upon. 

Be  Aware  of  Your  Surroundings 

In  late  September  through  late  October, 
there  have  been  reports  of  a  suspicious  in¬ 
dividual  frequenting  the  district.  The  suspi¬ 
cious  male  approaches  the  victim  and  at¬ 
tempts  to  engage  the  victim  in  conversa¬ 
tion  -  often  with  sexual  overtones.  This  in¬ 
dividual  is  described  as  a  white  male  in  his 
late  20s  or  early  30s.  weighing  about  200 
pounds,  wearing  blue  mirror  sunglasses 
and  a  sweatshirt. 

Be  aware  of  your  surroundings  and  in¬ 
dividuals  on  the  street  or  sitting  in  vehi¬ 
cles.  Practice  individual  safety  by  traveling 
in  groups  and  on  well-lit  or  well-traveled 
streets.  Never  hesitate  to  call  the  police  if 
you  see  an  individual  matching  the  above 
description  or  any  individual  that  you  feel 
is  acting  suspicious  towards  you  or  some¬ 
one  else.  The  non-emergency  police  num¬ 
ber  is  553-0123;  in  an  emergency,  call  91 1. 
If  you  have  information,  you  may  call  the 
Richmond  Station  tip  line  at  668-7387. 


Robbery  Scries 

Richmond  Station  and  the  SFPD 
Robbery  Detail  are  working  diligently  to 
apprehend  a  suspect  responsible  for  a  se¬ 
ries  of  strong-arm  robberies  near  Pacific 
Heights.  To  date,  there  are  possibly  six 
muggings  attributed  to  one  suspect  be¬ 
tween  Oct.  3  and  Oct.  20.  Victims  have  de¬ 
scribed  the  suspect  as  a  black  male,  30  to 
40  years  old,  about  six-feet  tall  and  180  to 
250  pounds.  He  has  a  mustache  and  wears 
dark  clothing.

Auto  Burglar  Caught  in  the  Act 

On  Oct.  10.  two  of  Richmond  Station's 
finest  officers  proved  how  rewarding  expe¬ 
rience.  teamwork  and  diligence  can  be  in 
confronting  a  rash  of  auto  thefts  in  their 
area.  Officers  Alvaro  Schor  and  Charles 
Tanaka  have  been  working  together  in  the 
Richmond  District  One  Car  Sector  (Pacific 
HeightsAVestern  Addition)  for  several 
years.  On  this  particular  night  they  were 
focusing  their  attention  on  what  appeared 
to  be  an  increase  in  auto  thefts. 

Schor  and  Tanaka  knew  the  perpetra¬ 
tors  were  partial  to  older  Toyotas.  so  they 
canvassed  the  area  for  a  few  to  keep  their 
eyes  on.  Sure  enough,  a  band  of  thieves 
started  casing  one  of  the  Toyotas  the  offi¬ 
cers  had  set  up  observation  on.  Together 
with  other  Richmond  District  officers, 
Schor  and  Tanaka  waited  until  all  three 
suspects  unlawfully  entered  a  locked 
Toyota  before  closing  in  on  them  and  ar¬ 
resting  them  for  auto  burglary.  This  is  the 
type  of  effort  and  teamwork  that  I’m  proud 
to  say  I  see  at  Richmond  Station  on  a  daily 
basis.

Once  in  the  bath¬ 
room,  another  male  entered  and  pointed  a 
semi-automatic  handgun  at  the  victim 
while  blocking  the  doorway  to  prevent 
anyone  from  entering  or  exiting  the  room. 

"Give  me  your  money!"  the  suspect 
without  the  gun  said. 

The  victim  complied  and  the  suspect 
took  $170  in  cash  out  of  his  wallet,  but 
none  of  his  credit  cards.  The  suspect  then 
said.  “I  need  more  money,  I  need  $10,000 
to  bail  my  friends  out  of  jail!" 


The  victim  said  he  did  not  have  that 
much  money.

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Last  January,  the  SF  Board 
of  Supervisors  passed  my 
resolution  10-1,  putting 
San  Francisco  on  record  as  op¬ 
posing  the  so-called  USA  Patriot 
Act,  a  federal  law  which  severely 
impacts  our  most  basic  civil  and 
constitutional  rights.  This  resolu¬ 
tion  called  upon  city  agencies 
and  private  citizens  to  defend  our 
residents'  basic  constitutional 
rights  and  to  refuse  to  cooperate 
with  federal  requests  that  would 
violate  those  rights.  In  taking  this 
step,  San  Francisco  jump-started 
a  movement  that  spread  across 
the  country,  encompassing  194 
communities  in  34  states. 

Despite  this  wave,  the  Bush 
administration  has  stepped  up  its 
efforts  to  defend  and  expand  the 


unconstitutional 
provisions  of  the 
Patriot  Act.  For 
this  reason,  1  be¬ 
lieve  we  must  take 
the  next  step.  I 
have  introduced  a 
charter  amendment 
for  the  March  bal¬ 
lot  that  is  now  be¬ 
fore  my  colleagues  on  the  board 
of  supervisors.  Currently  co¬ 
sponsored  by  three  supervisors,  I 
hope  it  will  enjoy  the  same  broad 
support  as  my  previous  resolu¬ 
tion. 

The  Privacy  Protection 
Charter  Amendment  deals  with 
San  Francisco’s  response  to  fed¬ 
eral  requests  under  the  Patriot 
Act.

New  cameras  set  to 
catch  red-light  runners 
on  Park  Presidio  Blvd.

Three  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  intersections  will  be 
monitored  by  traffic  cameras  to 
catch  red-light  runners  as  the  SF 
Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  (DPT)  continues  to  com¬ 
bat  San  Francisco’s  higher-than- 
usual  pedestrian  fatality  rate. 

In  the  first  six  months  of 
2003,  12  pedestrians  were  killed 
in  the  City.  After  hitting  a  high 
of  32  fatalities  in  2000,  the  rate 
of  pedestrian  deaths  went  down 
to  19  the  following  year  and  was 
18  in  2002.  Statewide,  San 
Francisco  is  ranked  third  in 
pedestrian  fatalities,  according  to 
the  California  Highway  Patrol. 

"Our  feeling  is  that  to  stop 
red-light  running  we  need  a  pro¬ 
gram  that  includes  all  traffic 
safety  matters,”  said  Jack  Fleck, 
a  senior  transportation  engineer 
with  DPT.  “We  call  it  the  3  E's  - 
engineering,  education  and  en¬ 
forcement.” 

Starting  in  December,  three 
Richmond  District  and  two 
Marina  District  intersections  will 
be  added  to  the  red-light  photo 
enforcement  program,  which 
currently  monitors  19  of  San 
Francisco’s  busiest  intersections 
with  27  cameras  rotating  among 
31  mounts. 

Park  Presidio  Boulevard  will 
have  cameras  operational  at 
Lake,  California  and  Fulton 
streets. 


The  $1.2  million  project  is  fi¬ 
nanced  by  state  transportation 
funds  given  to  Caltrans  for  re¬ 
gional  projects.  In  this  instance, 
the  city  of  San  Francisco  asked 
Caltrans  to  use  the  funds  for  the 
camera  project.  The  money  will 
fund  the  purchase  of  11  new 
cameras  and  pay  for  the  cost  of 
installing  camera  mounts  and 
housing  boxes. 

In  October,  Caltrans  began 
surface  work  in  the  area.  The 
camera  mounts  and  housing  have 
been  installed  and  await  the 
cameras,  which  will  be  managed 
by  DPT. 

The  department  of  parking 
and  traffic  is  optimistic  the  cam¬ 
eras  will  curb  red-light  related 
accidents  by  letting  drivers  know 
that  when  they  enter  or  leave 
Park  Presidio  Boulevard,  they 
are  driving  through  a  residential 
neighborhood. 

“It’s  as  simple  as  breaking  the 
law  and  the  people  who  are 
against  it  should  be  careful  not 
to  run  a  red  light,”  said  Jen 
Maly,  the  director  of  communi¬ 
cations  for  the  Washington, 
D.C. -based  Advocates  for 
Highway  and  Auto  Safety. 

“The  cameras  are  a  good 
thing  for  the  neighborhood,  es¬ 
pecially  in  a  city  like  San 
Francisco,  where  there  are  high 
incidents  of  cars  injuring  pedes¬ 
trians,"  Maly  said.

ties  request  an  individual's  pri¬ 
vate  records  from  any  City  agen¬ 
cy,  the  head  of  that  agency  is  ob¬ 
ligated  under  federal  law  to  pro¬ 
vide  such  records  and  is  forbid¬ 
den  from  revealing  to  any  person 
that  the  request  was  even  made. 
This  is  true  even  though  the  re¬ 
quest  may  violate  the  constitu¬ 
tional  rights  of  the  individual 
whose  records  were  requested. 

For  example,  if  a  federal 
agency  were  to  request  the  li¬ 
brary  records  of  a  San  Francisco 
resident,  our  city  librarian  would 
be  required  to  provide  any 
records  she  had.  Federal  law  also 
would  prohibit  her  from  reveal¬ 
ing  to  anyone  that  she  had  re¬ 
ceived  the  request. 

Federal  officials  also  could 
obtain  your  health  records  from 
any  SF  Department  of  Public 
Health  clinic  you  visited  for 
health  care  or  from  any  other  city 
department  or  agency.  Under  the 
Patriot  Act,  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  can  obtain  these  records 
without  showing  probable  cause 
to  believe  that  any  person  has 
committed  a  crime  and  without 
ever  notifying  the  person  whose 
privacy  is  compromised. 

I  believe  very  strongly  that 


this,  act  puts  heads 
of  city  agencies  in 
an  untenable  posi¬ 
tion.  They  may  be 
required  by  feder¬ 
al  law  to  violate 
the  most  basic  pri¬ 
vacy  rights  of  city 
residents  and  if 
they  fail  to  re¬ 
spond  or  even  reveal  they  re¬ 
ceived  such  a  request,  they  can 
be  punished  under  federal  law. 

All  city  officials  should  owe  their 
first  allegiance' to  the  residents  of 
our  City,  whom  they  serve.  We 
should  not  put  department  heads 
in  the  position  of  choosing  be¬ 
tween  violating  the  constitutional 
rights  of  city  residents  and  being 
prosecuted  by  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment. 

The  Privacy  Protection 
Charter  Amendment  would  strip 
city  department  heads  of  the  au¬ 
thority  to  respond  to  federal  re¬ 
quests  under  laws  such  as  the 
Patriot  Act.  Because  these  re¬ 
quests  have  such  significant  po¬ 
litical  and  constitutional  ramifi¬ 
cations,  I  believe  the  decision 
whether  to  respond  to  them  or 
not  should  be  made  by  the  city's 
highest  policy-making  body  -  the 
board  of  supervisors.  The  city  at¬ 
torney  has  advised  my  office  that 
the  only  way  to  achieve  such  a 
result  is  to  amend  the  city  char¬ 
ter. 

This  measure  also  would  pro¬ 
vide  that  the  board  of  supervisors 
review  and  respond  to  requests 
under  the  Patriot  Act.  or  similar 
laws  designated  as  possibly  vio-

Iating  constitutional  rights.  The 
board  of  supervisors  would  con¬ 
sult  with  the  city  attorney  and 
then  decide  on  an  appropriate  re¬ 
sponse  to  requests.  The  clerk  of 
the  board  would  prepare  an  annu¬ 
al  report  of  all  such  requests,  not¬ 
ing  the  board’s  responses.  This 
would  place  responsibility  for  re¬ 
sponding  to  such  record  requests 
with  elected  officials,  who  are 
sworn  by  their  oath  of  office  to 
uphold  both  the  U.S.  and 
California  constitutions. 

The  Patriot  Act  clearly  vio¬ 
lates  such  fundamental  rights  as 
freedom  of  speech  and  assembly 
and  a  right  to  privacy;  protection 
from  unreasonable  searches  and 
seizures;  due  process;  and  the 
presumption  of  innocence.  At  a 
time  when  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  is  intent  on  violating  our 
rights,  it  is  up  to  each  of  us  to  be 
the  real  patriots  and  stand  up  and 
defend  our  rights.  1  hope  you  will 
join  me  in  supporting  this  pro¬ 
posal.

Local  residents  are  being 
sought  to  take  part  in  a  transit 
study  of  Geary  Boulevard. 

The  Geary  corridor  is  one  of 
the  busiest  transit  corridors  in 
the  region,  with  more  than 
56,000  transit  trips  per  day.  The 
Geary  Corridor  Study  will  exam¬ 
ine  options  for  improving  travel 
time  and  transit  service  capacity 
and  reliability,  with  emphasis  on 
expediting  implementation  of 
cost-effective  solutions. 

The  Geary  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee  (GCAC)  will  be  de¬ 
termined  by  the  SF  County 
Transportation  Authority.  It  will 
have  13  members  and  five  alter¬ 
nates;  all  members  will  be  ap¬ 
pointed  at-large  by  the  trans¬ 
portation  authority.

residents  of  San  Francisco. 

The  GCAC  structure  provides 
for  eight  positions  for  individu¬ 
als  who  live  or  work  along  the 
Geary  corridor  and  its  transit 
catchment  area,  and  an  addition¬ 
al  five  positions  for  representa¬ 
tives  of  citywide  interests. 
Living  or  working  along  the  cor¬ 
ridor  is  not  a  requirement  for  the 
city  wide  positions. 

As  well,  the  authority  says  it 
is  committed  to  ensuring  the 
GCAC  reflects  San  Francisco's 
diversity. 

The  role  of  the  GCAC  will  be 
to  enhance  the  study  process  by 
bringing  in  the  perspectives  of 
the  diverse  interests  located 
along  the  corridor,  which  tra¬ 
verses  the  entire  City  from  the 


ocean  to  downtown.  In  particu¬ 
lar,  members  will: 

•  Advise  on  the  study’s  scope 
and  objectives,  particularly 
where  prioritization,  trade-offs 
or  other  policy  input  is  needed; 

•  Assist  with  outreach  to 
neighborhood  organizations  or 
constituencies  and  advise  on 
strategies  for  effective  outreach; 

•  Communicate  project 
progress  to  stakeholders  and  so¬ 
licit  broad  feedback  on  the  pro¬ 
ject,  including  design  alterna¬ 
tives. 

The  GCAC  will  meet  regular¬ 
ly  throughout  the  1  2-to- 18- 
month  study  period  and  consis¬ 
tent  attendance  is  required.  A 
regular  meeting  date  and  time 
will  be  established  after  the 
GCAC  is  appointed;  meetings 
are  expected  to  be  on  weekdays, 
in  the  early  evening. 

Members  of  the  public  who 
are  interested  in  being  consid¬ 
ered  for  inclusion  in  the  commit¬ 
tee  should  visit  the  SF 
Transportation  Authority’s  web¬ 
site  at  www.sfcta.org,  and  go  to

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Crissy  Field  festival  a 
celebration  of  flight

In  ihe  short 
century  between 
the  Wright  broth¬ 
ers'  12-second 
flight  over  the 
hills  of  North 
Carolina  and  space 
walks  at  the  inter¬ 
national  space  sta¬ 
tion,  the  evolution 
of  flight  has  taken 
humankind  on  a 
never  ending  quest 
to  go  further, 
faster. 

Around  5,000 
spectators  were 
camped  on  the 
grassy  embank¬ 
ments  around 
Crissy  Field  for 
the  Centennial  of 
Flight  Festival,  held  Saturday,  Oct.  11. 
Their  necks  craned  to  see  the  historical 
and  modern  machines  racing  across  the 
sky  for  the  Centennial  of  Flight  Festival, 
which  was  held  in  conjunction  with  Fleet 
Week  festivities  and  an  air  show  featuring 
the  U.S.  Navy's  Blue  Angels  precision- 
flight  team. 

The  show  began  at  11  a.m.  with  the 
majority  of  activities  geared  toward  family 
fun.  There  were  exhibits  and  talks  about 
Crissy  Field’s  rich  history  and  numerous 
exhibits  about  flight  -  the  first  flight  to 
take  off  in  San  Francisco  occurred  at  the 
airstrip  that  was  once  located  at  the  field. 

Crissy  Field  is  the  site  where  many  his¬ 
toric  aviation  achievements  took  place,  in¬ 
cluding  the  first  sun-up  to  sun-down 
transcontinental  flight  in  1924,  the  first 
race  to  circumvent  the  globe  in  1924  and 
the  inaugural  non-stop  flight  to  Hawaii  in 
1927. 

The  event  also  featured  a  fashion  show 
of  historic  uniforms  that  were  worn  by 
flight  attendants  in  the  last  century. 

Family  activities  included  an  exhibit 
where  children  could  make  their  own  fly¬ 
ing  machines,  such  as  a  kite,  balloon  or 
airplane,  and  a  musical  performance  by 
the  91st  Division  Marching  Band. 

The  centennial  exhibit  brings  many 
things  to  the  Bay  Area,  organizers  say,  in¬ 
cluding  a  badly-needed  economic  boost 


for  local  merchants  and  a  show  the  whole 
family  can  enjoy. 

The  highlight  of  the  day's  events  was 
the  air  show,  featuring  historic  aircraft,  a 
Canadian  flying  team  and  the  Blue 
Angels. 

As  2  p.m.  approached,  the  first  jet 
could  be  heard  roaring  across  the  sky.  A 
Navy  F-15  Eagle  screamed  over  the  hori¬ 
zon,  its  twin  engines  giving  viewers  wear¬ 
ing  earplugs  a  good  test. 

On  the  F-15’s  second  pass,  it  was  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  World  War  II-era  single¬ 
propeller  airplane  and  a  single  jet-engine 
fighter  from  the  Korean  War. 

The  Canadian  stunt  squadron,  “The 
Red  Devils,”  took  to  the  sky  with  nine  jets 
and  assembled  various  formations  for 
about  15  minutes. 

After  a  U.S.  Coast  Guard  tanker 
buzzed  the  audience,  the  crowd  grew  rest¬ 
less  waiting  for  the  Blue  Angels,  which 
had  been  practicing  for  several  days  be¬ 
fore  the  show  in  the  Bay  Area. 

Cheers  and  whoops  from  happy  fans 
erupted  when  the  first  sight  of  the  trade¬ 
mark  blue  and  yellow  Navy  F-18  Hornets 
screeched  across  the  sky  performing  their 
trademark  daredevil  routines. 

The  air  show,  which  started  in  the  early 
'80s,  was  cancelled  for  one  year  after  the 
Sept.  11,  2001  terrorist  attacks.

Senior  Learning  Finds  Permanent 
Home  at  USF  and  Bridges  Generations

Courses  in  the  humanities,  art  and  sci¬ 
ences  that  currently  serve  about  1,100  se¬ 
nior  students  per  year  will  also  be  expand¬ 
ed  to  include  undergraduates.  In  a  psy¬ 
chology  class  called  “communication 
Between  Generations"  that  urges  under¬ 
graduates  and  seniors  to  explore  the 
stereotypes  and  prejudices  they  hold 
against  each  other. 

Renovations  on  the  Fromm  Institute’s 
new  home  are  expected  to  be  complete  in 
the  fall  of  2005.  There  is  a  small  member¬ 
ship  fee  and  scholarships  are  offered.  No 
one  is  turned  away.

Hospital  rebuild  plans  released

two  large,  non-historic  wings 
added  in  1952  to  the  main  build¬ 
ing.  Unoccupied  since  1981,  ex¬ 
cept  when  the  SF  Jewish 
Community  Center  recently  rent¬ 
ed  it  as  a  temporary  location,  the 
hospital  has  been  the  target  of 
vandalism  in  recent  years. 

The  project  is  viewed  by  the 
Presidio  Trust,  the  governing 
body  responsible  for  maintaining 
park  land,  as  a  way  to  rehabili¬ 
tate  the  historic  building  and 
generate  revenue  to  meet  its  goal 
of  becoming  financially  self-suf¬ 
ficient  by  2013. 

“This  is  an  historic  preserva¬ 
tion  project  with  the  potential  to 
generate  revenue,”  Hillary 
Gittelman,  director  of  planning 
for  the  Presidio  Trust,  told  more 
than  100  people  who  crowded 
into  the  Officers  Club  on  Oct.  29 
to  learn  about  the  proposals. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  consid¬ 
eration,  the  developers  had  to 
agree  to  preserve  the  main  build¬ 
ing  and  pay  a  minimum  of  $1 
million  a  year  in  fees  for  a 
ground  lease.  The  Trust  offered 
to  allow  the  destruction  of  the 
two  non-historic  wings  and  re¬ 
placement  construction  at  an  old 
missile  site  on  the  property 
known  as  the  Battery  Caulfield 
district. 

Public  reaction  to  the  projects 
was  mixed,  with  most  people 
withholding  judgment  until  after 
they  had  a  chance  to  study  the 
proposals. 

Ron  Miguel,  president  of  the 
Planning  Association  for  the 
Richmond  (PAR),  said  the  group 
would  study  the  proposals  and 
take  a  position  soon. 

Some  neighbors  spoke  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  a  smaller  project  that  in¬ 
cluded  the  removal  of  the  wings 


and  no  construction  on  the 
Battery  Caulfield  site,  while  oth¬ 
ers  said  the  project  seemed  to  be 
a  better  fit  for  the  neighborhood 
than  the  high  school  and  the 
drug  treatment  center  proposed 
for  the  site  in  the  past. 

Neighbors  from  the 
Richmond  District  were  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  impact  the  pro¬ 
ject  would  have  on  traffic  in  the 
immediate  area. 

“There  is  no  specific  traffic 
mitigation  plan.  There  needs  to 
be  consideration  of  an  access 
road  that  doesn't  come  through 
the  existing  neighborhood,”  said 
Andrea  Lujan,  a  15th  Avenue 
resident. 

Presidio  Considers 
Dedicated  Road  to  Site 

Concerns  by  neighbors  that 
the  large  housing  development 
will  bring  more  traffic  conges¬ 
tion  to  the  Richmond  District  are 
spurring  discussions  about  the 
possibility  of  providing  a  direct 
route  to  the  site  from  Park 
Presidio  Boulevard. 

At  the  request  of  PAR.  the 
transportation-consulting  firm 
Wilbur  Smith  Associates  is  eval¬ 
uating  an  alternative  that  pro¬ 
vides  a  direct  connection  from 
the  PHSH  site  to  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  via  a  new  intersection 
that  would  allow  right  turns  into 
the  site  from  southbound  Park 
Presidio  Boulevard.  The  route 
would  also  allow  traffic  leaving 
the  site  to  turn  left  or  right  onto 
Park  Presidio  Boulevard.  Traffic 
entering  the  site  from  Lake 
Street  could  enter  through  both 
the  14th  and  15th  avenue  gates, 
both  of  which  would  be  open  to 
one-way  traffic  only. 

According  to  Ron 
Sonenshine,  director  of  public 
relations  for  the  Presidio  Trust, 


Wilbur  Smith  Associates  is  cur¬ 
rently  determining  if  it  is  feasi¬ 
ble  to  construct  this  connection 
and  intersection  without  intrud¬ 
ing  into  SF  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  land  associated  with 
Mountain  Lake  Park. 

If  the  project  is  determined  to 
be  feasible,  the  next  step  will  be 
to  discuss  the  project  with  the  SF 
Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  and  Caltrans. 

Report  on  Site  Reveals 
Soil  Contamination 

The  Presidio  Trust  is  prepar¬ 
ing  to  release  a  report  sometime 
in  November  on  two  landfills  in 
the  immediate  area  of  the  devel¬ 
opment  that  found  contaminants, 
which  pose  a  threat  to  humans 
and  wildlife. 

“The  Army  missed  a  few 
things.  We  found  that  the  soil 
was  contaminated  with  metals. 
It's  not  all  that  surprising,  but  it 
is  above  our  clean-up  levels,” 
said  Craig  Cooper,  environmen¬ 
tal  program  manager  for  the 
Presidio  Trust. 

Cooper  said  the  Presidio  Trust 
will  remove  the  waste  rather 
than  try  to  contain  it.  Although 
this  process  is  initially  more 
costly,  it  is  cost-effective  be¬ 
cause  there  is  no  long-term  mon¬ 
itoring  costs  involved  and  allows 
for  unrestricted  use  of  the  land. 

According  to  Cooper,  work  to 
correct  the  situation  will  take 
place  in  late  2005,  the  same  time 
development  is  expected  to  be¬ 
gin  at  the  site.  During  2004.  the 
Presidio  Trust  will  complete  its 
assessment  and  develop  a  set  of 
remedies. 

The  Trust  will  hold  a  series  of 
public  meetings  on  environmen¬ 
tal  issues  and  the  development 
project  beginning  with  a  second 
public  meeting  Dec.  10.

Garage  plan  moves  forward

City. 

“The  garage  revenues  would 
not  exist  if  not  for  the  philan¬ 
thropic  donation,"  Cohen  said. 

Members  of  both  boards  also 
raised  concerns  that  the  lease 
might  pose  a  financial  risk  to  the 
City  because  of  its  limited  con¬ 
trol  over  MCCP  -  in  particular, 
the  budget  and  its  ability  to  re¬ 
structure  debt  repayments. 

Monique  Moyer,  director  of 
public  finance  for  the  city  of  San 
Francisco,  assured  members  of 
both  boards  that  controls  built 
into  the  lease  protect  the  City 
from  financial  liability. 

“I  believe  it’s  a  good  deal  for 
the  City.  We  have  a  lot  of  con¬ 
trols  over  the  debt,  but  none  of 
the  liabilities,”  Moyer  said. 

Greg  Colley,  chief  financial 
officer  for  MCCP,  told  board 
members  that  the  city  stands  to 


gain  as  much  as  $30  million  in 
parking  tax  revenue  over  the  life 
of  the  lease. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  lease 
the  City  will  own  the  garage  out¬ 
right.  along  with  any  revenue 
generated  by  investments  that 
accrue  to  MCCP  once  the  bond 
debt  is  retired. 

The  lease  also  specifies  that 
MCCP  will  raise  the  capital  for 
the  garage,  assume  responsibility 
for  repaying  the  debt  on  the 
bonds  and  retain  ownership  of 
the  garage  until  the  debt  is  re¬ 
paid.  MCCP  will  operate  the 
garage  during  the  life  of  the 
lease  and  has  the  ability  to  raise 
parking  rates,  with  the  consent 
of  the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mike  Rizzo,  a  frequent  critic 
of  the  project  and  a  member  of 
the  concourse  authority,  argued 
against  approving  the  lease  in  its 
present  form  by  saying  the  board 
should  have  time  to  review  im¬ 


portant  elements  of  the  project 
contained  in  attachments  before 
approving  the  lease. 

“This  reminds  me  of  a  con¬ 
gressional  bill  that  is  loaded  with 
extras,”  he  said. 

Rizzo  said  that  rushing  the 
lease  through  without  a  full  pu¬ 
bic  hearing  was  wrong  and  had 
been  done  in  the  past. 

“As  an  example,  we  approved 
parking  rates  without  discussing 
them,”  he  said. 

Rizzo  also  accused  Mike 
Ellzey,  executive  director  of  the 
GGPCA,  of  withholding  key  in¬ 
formation  on  the  project  from 
him  in  the  past  and  asked  for  as¬ 
surances  from  Ellzey  that  he 
would  be  kept  informed  in  the 
future.  “I  just  want  to  be  kept  up 
to  speed,  I  don't  feel  1  have  been 
in  the  past,”  he  said. 

The  lease  is  expected  to  go 
before  the  board  of  supervisors 
for  action  in  November. 


New  name  proposed  for  library

His  numerous  efforts  included 
fighting  for  educational  funding 
that  was  desperately  needed  by 
the  city's  school  system.  They 
also  noted  how  it  would  be  a  fit¬ 
ting  tribute  to  rename  a  library  in 
Marks'  honor  because  he  was  an 
“exceptional"  legislative  leader 
for  libraries  and  loved  books. 

At  the  meeting,  City 
Librarian  Susan  Hildreth  and 
Library  Commission  President 
Charles  Higueras  explained  the 
procedure  for  nominating  a  name 
change  before  policy-making 
and  advisory  boards.  They  also 
stressed  to  those  present  that 


they  should  contact  their  local 
legislators  and  the  SF  Library 
Commission,  which  meets  at  the 
Main  Library  Dec.  4,  at  4  p.m.. 
to  decide  the  fate  of  the  issue. 

After  hearing  testimony  over 
the  merits  of  renaming  the 
Richmond  Branch  Library, 
Hildreth  and  Higueras  went  over 
the  current  plans  for  the  branch's 
upcoming  renovation. 

The  plans  include  adding 
4,000  square  feet  of  floor  space, 
updating  the  structure  to  meet 
seismic  codes,  adding  new  tech¬ 
nology  and  making  the  facility 
accessible  to  the  disabled. 

The  meeting  then  addressed 
the  federal  USA  Patriot  Act  that 


was  passed  in  the  wake  of  the 
Sept.  11,  2001  terrorist  attacks. 
The  discussion  took  a  very  seri¬ 
ous  tone  when  Hildreth  detailed 
the  possible  federal  charges  fac¬ 
ing  a  librarian  who  refuses  to 
hand  over  information  to  the  fed¬ 
eral  government. 

McGoldrick  spoke  passion¬ 
ately  about  the  issue,  vowing  to 
fight  to  protect  the  civil  liberties 
of  the  public.  McGoldrick  as¬ 
sured  those  in  attendance  that  the 
federal  Department  of  Justice 
would  pursue  information  only 
on  those  individuals  who  were 
already  under  investigation.

Our  organics  re¬ 
cycling  program  is  one  of  few  in 
the  nation  that  is  designed  to  take 
everything  from  yard  trimmings 
to  food  scraps  and  food-soiled 
paper.  That  means  you  can  put  a 
wealth  of  things  into  your  green 
cart  including  vegetables,  coffee 
grounds,  rice,  beans,  meat, 
cheese,  bones,  shellfish  shells, 
leftover  pizza,  milk  cartons,  pa¬ 
per  plates,  napkins,  wooden 
crates,  sawdust  -  even  the  car¬ 
cass  of  your  Thanksgiving 
turkey! 

Each  day,  your  recycling  col¬ 
lection  company  takes  300  tons 
of  compostable  material  from 
San  Francisco  to  a  special  facility 
near  Vacaville  where  it's  turned 
into  top  grade  compost.  Food 
scraps  are  particularly  rich  in  vi¬ 
tamins  and  other  nutrients  so  or¬ 
ganic  farms,  vineyards  and  golf

courses  all  enthusiastically  use 
San  Francisco’s  compost. 

One  reason  that  some  people 
don't  like  to  collect  food  scraps 
is  because  it  makes  the  inside  of 
the  green  cart  and  kitchen  pail 
sticky.  The  easiest  way  to  deal 
with  that  situation  is  to  rinse  the 
containers  after  you  empty  them, 
but  you  can  also  use  a  com¬ 
postable  liner  in  your  kitchen  pail 
like  a  sheet  of  newspaper  or  a  pa¬ 
per  bag.  You  can  get  around  the 
pail  entirely  by  putting  your 
scraps  into  a  paper  milk  carton  - 
waxed  paper,  remember,  is  com¬ 
pletely  compostable.  (Please  be 
sure  not  to  use  conventional  plas¬ 
tic  bags,  because  they  don't 
break  down  in  the  composting 
process.) 

One  of  the  latest  technological 
developments  in  the  recycling 
field  is  the  manufacture  of  com¬ 
postable  liner  bags.  As  part  of  SF 
Environment's  campaign  -  in 
partnership  with  Sunset 
Scavenger  Company  -  house¬ 
holds  with  active  recycling  col¬ 
lection  accounts  will  receive  a  5- 
pack  of  compostable  kitchen  pail 
liners.  They're  made  from  corn¬ 
starch,  and  are  certified  by  the 
Biodegradable  Products  Institute 
to  be  fully  compostable. 

For  those  of  you  who  suffer 
from  the  composting  “yuck  fac¬ 
tor,"  we  hope  that  using  com¬ 
postable  liners  will  help  you 
overcome  that  barrier.  Once 
you've  used  up  your  complimen¬ 
tary  supply  you  can  buy  more  at 


Albertsons  stores  in  the 
Richmond  District 
(3132  Clement  St.  or 
1750  Fulton  St.),  as 
well  as  at  Standard 
Plumbing  at  1091 
Clement  St.  You  can 
also  buy  them  online  at 
e-biodegradables.com 
and  simplybiodegrad- 
able.com,  among  other  sites. 

Composting  is  just  a  fancy 
way  to  say  recycling  leftovers. 
All  you  have  to  do  is  separate 
your  organic  material  and  put  it 
in  the  green  cart,  just  as  you  al¬ 
ready  put  paper,  bottles  and  cans 
in  the  blue  cart. 

So  Richmond  residents,  it's 
time  to  kick  into  high  gear  and 
step  up  your  composting!  You'll 
be  making  a  lasting  contribution 
to  the  City  and  ultimately  the 
planet  -  and  you'll  earn  big 
bucks  to  help  your  community. 

If  the  Richmond  District  in¬ 
creases  its  composting,  SF 
Environment  will  donate  $5,000 
to  Self  Help  for  the  Elderly  to 
serve  Richmond  seniors  and  an¬ 
other  $5,000  to  Friends  of  the 
Urban  Forest  for  a  Richmond 
neighborhood  tree-planting  pro¬ 
gram.

When  real  estate  listings  first

When  companies  such  as 
ZipRealty  and  eHomes  made

And 
just  like  most  other 
Internet  companies 
in  the  beginning, 
they  operated  with 
heavy  losses  and  are 
now  in  the  process 
of  adjusting  their 
business  models. 

Currently,  we  have  a  better 
sense  of  how  the  Internet  is  in¬ 
fluencing  the  real  estate  industry. 
Statistically,  a  recent  survey  by 
the  California  Association  of 
Realtors  indicated  that  78  per¬ 
cent  of  buyers  are  researching 
properties  and  neighborhoods  on 
the  Internet  before  making  a  de¬ 
cision  on  what  and  where  to  buy. 

Because  they  are  doing  their 
homework,  consumers  are  more 
knowledgeable  about  the  homes, 
mortgages  and  the  buying  pro¬ 
cess  prior  to  contacting  Realtors 
or  loan  agents. 

This  means  their  decision¬ 
making  process  has  shortened. 
This  also  means  that  when  they 
contact  a  Realtor,  they  are  ready 
to  purchase.  Thus,  the  Internet- 
savvy  consumer  takes  less  time 
to  buy  and  physically  visits  few¬ 
er  homes  before  making  a  deci¬ 
sion  to  purchase. 

Buyers  also  have  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  previewing  homes  on  the 
Internet  before  actually  inspect¬ 
ing  them.  This  acts  as  a  filtering 
process  whereby  buyers  can 
“view"  homes,  rule  them  out  or 
only  visit  homes  that  have  some 
initial  appeal,  thus  saving  lots  of 
time.  There  has  been  many  times

that  a  buyer  told  me  that  they 
have  seen  the  pictures  on  the 
web  and  as  long  as  they  are  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  home,  they  are 
ready  to  purchase  it. 

Armed  with  more  knowledge, 
consumers  view  the  role  of  real 
estate  agents  in  a  different  light. 
Agents  are  no  longer  the  gate¬ 
keepers  of  information. 

For  the  longest  time,  Realtors 
were  the  only  ones  with  access 
to  the  multiple  listing  service 
(MLS)  and  if  buyers  or  sellers 
need  pricing  and  listing  informa¬ 
tion,  they  had  to  contact  a 
Realtor.  Now  that  information  is 
readily  available,  most  con¬ 
sumers  do  their  own  research. 
They  are  looking  for  agents  to 
act  as  advisors,  negotiators  and. 
sometimes,  as  therapists  to  see 
them  through  the  stressful  pro¬ 
cess  of  buying  or  selling  a  home. 

Gone  are  the  days  when 
agents  can  just  show  homes  to 
clients  and  expect  them  to  pur¬ 
chase.  Consumers  are  demand¬ 
ing  more  and  that  is  one  of  the 
reasons  Internet-based  compa¬ 
nies  have  not  made  much  of  an 
in-road  into  the  real  estate  indus¬ 
try. 

Because  this  is  usually  the 
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largest  investment  of 
someone’s  life,  buy¬ 
ers  want  someone 
knowledgeable  to 
help  guide  them 
through  the  process.

The  Internet  is  here  to  stay 
and  the  home  selling  process  has 
changed  and  will  continue  to 
evolve  as  we  work  with  this 
technology.  One  thing  for  sure  is 


that  it  is  bringing  about  positive 
changes  to  the  real  estate  indus- 
try. 

And  those  who  do  not  em¬ 
brace  and  learn  to  adapt  to  the 
Internet  will  be  left  behind.

fit  first-time  home  buyers,"  Boyd 
said. 

Commissioner  Kevin  Hughes 
argued  that  automobiles  are  a  ne¬ 
cessity  in  some  of  the  city's 
neighborhoods. 

“There  are  other  areas  where 
residents  don’t  need  them,”  he 
said.  "I  think  all  the  components 
of  this  plan  need  to  be  tailored  to 
each  neighborhood. 

“I  want  to  add  language  that 
allows  neighborhoods  to  support 
or  reject  parking  requirements," 
Hughes  said. 

Lee  views  public  transporta¬ 
tion  as  playing  a  large  role  in 


San  Francisco's  future. 

“We  need  to  have  a  housing 
expansion  vision  that  includes 
the  transportation  infrastructure 
to  support  it,”  he  said.  “Like 
most  of  you  here  tonight  I  don’t 
want  to  see  20-story  buildings 
near  Ocean  Beach. 

"I  have  not  heard  any  wrong 
opinions  in  this  meeting,"  Lee 
said.  “We  must  find  ways  to  ad¬ 
dress  everybody’s  needs." 

When  the  commission  finally 
voted,  it  unanimously  decided  to 
begin  the  planning  process  for  an 
EIR  and  vowed  to  hold  more 
public  meetings  on  the  proposed 
revision  of  the  city’s  Housing 
Element.

The  anti-free- 
way  forces  that 
gave  us  the  de¬ 
struction  of  a  cru¬ 
cial  stretch  of  the  Central 
Freeway  are  at  it  again.  Now 
they  want  the  whole  enchilada. 

In  1999  voters  were  asked  if 
they  wanted  the  Central  Freeway 
rebuilt  to  Oak  and  Fell  streets  or 
if  they  wanted  the  freeway  to 
end  at  Market  Street,  with  a  six- 
lane  Octavia  Boulevard  to  con¬ 
nect  the  freeway  to  Fell  and  Oak 
streets.  They  chose  to  knock  the 
freeway  back  to  Market  Street 
and  build  the  boulevard. 

Caltrans  has  been  working  for 
four  years  on  the  project  and  is 
about  to  break  ground. 

But  San  Francisco  Supervisor 
Bevan  Dufty  has  asked  the  SF 
Transportation  Authority,  which 
is  comprised  of  the  full  board  of 
supervisors,  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  knocking  the 
whole  elevated  freeway  back  to 
Bryant  Street  and  routing  vehi¬ 
cles  from  there  via  surface 
streets. 

For  westside  residents  and 
those  living  south  of  Market 
Street,  this  makes  a  bad  situation 
even  worse.  More  vehicles  clog¬ 
ging  city  streets,  more  road  rage, 
more  pollution  in  an  area  of 
town  with  bad  air  quality  and 
longer  commute  times  for  west- 
side  residents  trying  to  get  to  the 
101  Freeway  and  the  east  side  of 
the  City. 

It  would  also  mean  disman¬ 
tling  the  plan  about  to  be  imple¬ 
mented,  resulting  in  years  of  ad¬ 
ditional  planning  and  construc¬ 
tion.  And  with  funding  for  any 
future  plan  uncertain,  it  could 
put  any  new  plan  in  limbo.  If  we 
don't  use  the  state  and  federal 
funds  currently  available  for  the 
project,  we  would  lose  the  mon¬ 
ey  and  have  to  get  back  in  line 
for  new  funding.  This  scenario  is 
unlikely  given  the  deficits  the 
state  and  federal  governments 
are  running. 

The  old  Central  Freeway, 
which  was  damaged  during  the 
1989  Loma  Prieta  Earthquake, 
had  enough  room  for  traffic  dur¬ 


ing  rush  hour  or  when  an  acci¬ 
dent  occurred.  Cutting  the  free¬ 
way  back  to  Bryant  Street  would 
back  traffic  onto  the  101 
Freeway,  clogging  that  traffic 
artery  and  creating  a  dangerous 
situation.  Perhaps  that  is  what 
the  anti-vehicle  crowd  wants  - 
then  all  of  the  freeways  can  be 
dismantled  and  people  can  start 
getting  to  work  in  non-polluting 
rickshaws. 

The  Octavia  Boulevard  plan 
was  narrowly  approved  by  the 
voters  in  1999,  despite  the  fact 
that  60  percent  of  Richmond 
District  residents  and  65  percent 
of  Sunset  District  residents  voted 
against  the  plan.  Energized  by 
Tom  Ammiano  write-in  voters, 
the  campaign.to  build  a  boule¬ 
vard  passed. 

Ammiano  and  three  other  su¬ 
pervisors  sponsored  the  plan  just 
minutes  before  the  filing  dead¬ 
line,  putting  it  in  competition 
with  the  proposition  to  save  the 
freeway.  Now,  as  a  candidate  for 
mayor,  Ammiano  has  put  forth  a 
plan  to  relieve  traffic  congestion 
and  make  city  transportation 
fast,  reliable  and  efficient. 

“Getting  to  work  on  time  ev¬ 
ery  morning  has  become  an  up¬ 
hill  battle  for  many  in  and 
around  San  Francisco  -  some¬ 
thing  must  be  done,"  Ammiano 
said. 

I  hope  any  future  foray  into 
transportation  issues  is  more 
fruitful  than  Ammiano's  Octavia 
Boulevard  plan  -  the  one  his  al¬ 
lies  for  the  1999  ballot  proposi¬ 
tion  now  reject. 

The  main  arguments  put  for¬ 
ward  by  the  anti-freeway  crowd 
is  that  the  freeway’s  removal 
will  open  up  public  space  and  re¬ 
sult  in  a  reduction  of  traffic.  But 
where  do  they  think  the  traffic 
will  go?  It  will  clog  the  streets  of 
the  South  of  Market,  just  as  it 
did  in  the  mid-’90s  when  the 
freeway  was  temporarily  closed 
for  demolition  work. 
Additionally,  there  is  little  open 


space  that  could  be 
opened  up  in  the  corri¬ 
dor  where  the  freeway 
is  currently  located. 

One  of  the  main  pro¬ 
ponents  for  destroying 
a  part  of  the  city’s 
transportation  infras¬ 
tructure  is  BART 
Director  Tom 
Radulovich.  He  has  been  trying 
to  convince  anyone  he  can  that 
the  City  should  break  its  contract 
with  the  state  and  knock  down 
more  freeway. 

Radulovich  argued  that  the 
Octavia  Boulevard  plan  was  the 
way  to  go  in  1999  and  now  ar¬ 
gues  that  that  plan  is  bad  and 
should  be  subverted.  He  is  an¬ 
other  politician  who  should  not 
be  involved  in  important  trans¬ 
portation  issues. 

The  SF  Bicycle  Coalition, 
which  fought  hard  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  Octavia  Boulevard 
plan  and  touted  its  virtues,  now 
has  second  thoughts  about  the 
project  because  of  safety  issues. 
It  is  obvious  that  the  coalition 
would  like  to  knock  down  all  of 
the  freeways  and  issue  everyone 
a  bicycle  to  ride. 

San  Francisco  supervisors 
should  accept  the  will  of  the  vot¬ 
ers  and  rebuild  the  portion  of  the 
•freeway  that  was  called  for  in 
the  ballot  proposition.  The  pro¬ 
ponents  for  rebuilding  the 
Central  Freeway  accepted  the 
will  of  the  voters  and  have  been 
working  in  good  faith  to  com¬ 
plete  the  project  and  minimize 
the  serious  effects  the  plan 
would  have  on  westside  com¬ 
muters  and  eastside  residents. 
Now  Dufty  wants  to  reverse 
course  just  as  an  end  to  this  traf¬ 
fic  nightmare  is  in  sight. 

It  is  ironic  that  the  plan  I 
fought  against  four  years  ago  is 
the  one  I  now  have  to  fight  to 
implement.  But  it  is  the  only 
course  of  action  to  make  a  bad 
situation  from  getting  exponen¬ 
tially  worse. 

Everyone  who  is  opposed  to 
scrapping  the  Octavia  Boulevard 
plan  should  contact  members  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  and  no¬ 
tify  them  that  the  position  is  un¬ 
acceptable.  If  not,  we  can  contin¬ 
ue  to  watch  the  city's  traffic  in¬ 
frastructure  diminish  -  one  mile 
at  a  time.

the  perspn  has  refused; 

•  touching  the  person  without 
that  person's  consent; 

•  intentionally  blocking  a  per¬ 
son  or  vehicle; 

•  using  violent  or  threatening 
gestures; 

•  following  a  person  while  so¬ 
liciting. 

Locations  that  would  be  off 
limits  to  panhandlers  include  20 
feel  or  closer  to  a  check-cashing 
business  or  an  ATM,  public 
transportation  facilities  and  park¬ 
ing  lots. 

The  final  measure  on  the  bal¬ 
lot,  Proposition  N,  is  intended  to 
be  a  safeguard  that  would  allow 
a  taxi  permit  holder  who  is  un¬ 
able  to  meet  the  minimum  driv¬ 
ing  requirement  because  of  a  dis¬ 
ability  to  retain  their  permit  so  it 
can  be  leased  to  other  drivers. 

After  a  short  break,  support¬ 
ers  and  detractors  of  proposi¬ 
tions  A.  E,  J  and  M  explained 
their  stances  and  fielded  ques¬ 
tions  from  the  audience. 

Fred  Riddle,  a  speaker  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  Prop.  E,  the  ethics  mea¬ 
sure,  said  it  would  establish 
stricter  conflict-of-interest  laws. 

“There  was  extensive  re¬ 
search  and  input  used  to  draw  up 


this  measure,"  he  said. 

His  opponent,  Dick  Morton, 
is  in  favor  of  ethics  reform  but 
considers  Prop.  E  the  wrong  ap- 
„  proach. 

"It  is  not  appropriate  for  ex¬ 
tensive,  detailed  laws  to  be  writ¬ 
ten  into  such  a  measure,"  he 
said.  "It  should  be  part  of  our 
government  code  so  it  could  be 
modified  after  adoption." 

A  member  of  the  audience 
asked  Riddle.  "Why  should  we 
give  the  Ethics  Commission 
more  power  when  they  are  al¬ 
ready  letting  violations  slip  by?" 

"I  consider  the  members  of 
jbe  commission  to  very  responsi¬ 
ble  and  open  about  their  pro¬ 
ceedings,"  Riddle  responded. 

The  person  slated  to  speak  in 
favor  of  Prop.  A  was  a  “no- 
show"  but  Michael  Denunzio  ex¬ 
plained  his  stance  against  the 
measure. 

"The  school  board  says  this  is 
a  $285  million  bond,"  he  said. 
“It  is  actually  part  of  three  bonds 
that  will  total  more  than  $1  bil¬ 
lion." 

Denunzio  warned  that  proper¬ 
ty  owners  would  be  the  only  res¬ 
idents  who  would  have  to  pay 
for  this  measure. 

"Renters  should  also  have  to 
pitch  in  to  help  fund  projects  like 


these,”  he  said. 

Elana  Galante  said  the  city’s 
most  vulnerable  residents  will 
benefit  from  Prop.  J. 

“It  will  bring  the  extra  beds 
we  desperately  need.”  she  said. 

Prop.  J’s  detractor,  Frank 
Gallagher,  called  it  “lipstick  on  a 
P'g-" 

“It  will  do  nothing  to  make 
shelters  safer,”  he  said.  “There  is 
no  funding  to  build  the  extra 
shelters  this  measure  proposes. 

“There  are  already  guidelines 
designed  to  help  specific  groups 
of  homeless  people." 

Michael  Sweet,  who  is  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  Prop.  M,  said  panhandling 
has  become  worse  than  ever  in 
recent  years. 

"The  proliferation  of  drug  use 
and  limited  police  resources 
have  contributed  to  the  prob¬ 
lem,"  he  said.  “Money  is  not 
helping  these  people.  We  need  to 
direct  them  to  proper  mental 
health  and  drug  rehabilitation  re¬ 
sources. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  pan- 
handling  measure  was  John 
Viola. 

“Panhandling  is  about  pover¬ 
ty,"  he  said.  "The  criminal  jus¬ 
tice  system  is  not  the  appropriate 
authority  to  take  charge  of  this 
issue."

Editor: 

Please  vote  no  on  Proposition  K  on  the 
Nov.  4  ballot.  On  the  surface,  it  looks  like 
a  panacea  for  public  transportation  but, 
hidden  within  it,  is  yet  another  hit  on  the 
small  businesses  that  make  up  San 
Francisco’s  lifeblood. 

Prop.  K  will  raise  the  sales  tax  for  30 
years  to  provide  more  ferries,  a  Caltrain 
extension  and  a  light  rail  extension  down 
Third  Street.  The  sales  tax  rise  alone  is 
worth  rejection  -  experts  agree  that  this 
type  of  tax  is  regressive,  at  best. 

In  today's  Internet  economy,  this  tax 
hike  adds  even  more  incentive  for  shop¬ 
pers  to  skip  local  stores  and  buy  over  the 
phone. 

The  plan  is  to  demolish  the  buildings, 
dig  up  the  streets,  make  infrastructure  im¬ 
provements  and  then  sell  the  land  to  pri¬ 
vate  developers.  The  City  thinks  it  can  get 
more  revenue  from  highrises  that  would  be 
built  in  the  Second  Street  corridor.  But  the 
City  has  no  money  for  improvements, 
meaning  the  area  could  be  vacant  for 
years,  lowering  tax  revenues  too  the  City. 

While  expansion  of  public  transporta¬ 
tion  may  seem  beneficial,  there  is  a  down 
side  to  this  program.  The  Second  Street 
corridor  will  be  torn  up  and  31  buildings 
will  be  condemned  by  the  City's  power  of 
eminent  domain.  My  business.  Adolph 
Gasser  Inc.,  would  be  one  of  the  victims  of 
this  City  Hall  power  grab. 

Eminent  domain  is  inherently  unfair, 
forcing  those  affected  to  hire  legal  council 
to  fight  City  Hall  rather  than  focusing  on 
restoring  their  struggling  businesses. 

The  buildings  that  would  be  destroyed 
in  the  city's  eminent  domain  proceedings 
have  hundreds  of  employees  working  for 
them  who  would  be  put  out  of  work.

Some  of  you  may  have 
seen  me  strolling  along 
Geary  Boulevard  on  the 
afternoon  of  Oct.  15.  And  per¬ 
haps  you've  noticed  brochures 
about  identity  theft  cropping  up 
on  the  counters  of  our  local  busi¬ 
nesses.  I  feel  it  is  time  to  call  at¬ 
tention  to  one  of  the  major  con¬ 
cerns  currently  facing  each  of  us 
as  consumers.  Identity  theft 
claims  an  estimated  500.000  vic¬ 
tims  per  year  and  the  effects  can 
be  devastating.

Small  businesses  not  only 
guarantee  that  locally  spent  dol¬ 
lars  remain  within  the  communi¬ 
ty,  they  also  guarantee  stable

This  is  why  I  am 
working  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  growth 
and  sustainability 
of  small  business 
in  San  Francisco. 

1  regularly  meet 
with  local  business 
owners  and  witness 
the  good  work  they  are  doing 
firsthand  with  my  12th  Assembly 
District  “merchant  walks."  I  use 
this  opportunity  to  get  out  into 
the  community,  listen  to  con¬ 
cerns  and  share  ideas  for  im¬ 
proving  the  state  of  small  busi¬ 
ness  in  California.  The  experi¬ 
ence  better  enables  me  to  ap¬ 
proach  the  issues  facing  our  lo¬ 
cal  merchants  from  a  policy 
standpoint  in  the  future. 

A  growing  concern  among 
small  business  owners  is  the  in¬ 
creasing  prevalence  of  identity 
theft  -  the  fraudulent  use  of 
someone's  personal  information. 
In  our  society,  we  rarely  think 
twice  about  giving  our  credit 
card  number  over  the  phone, 
over  the  Internet  or  in  person.  In 
San  Francisco,  where  renters 
comprise  a  majority  of  the  popu¬ 
lation,  it  is  not  uncommon  for 
landlords  to  obtain  credit  reports 
from  prospective  tenants.  Many 
government  agencies  . rely  on 
Social  Security  numbers  to  iden¬ 
tify  those  they  provide  services 
to. 

We  don't  think  about  it.  but 
every  time  we  swipe  a  credit 
card  or  give  out  our  Social 
Security  or  driver’s  license  num¬ 
ber,  we  are  placing  ourselves  in 
the  hands  of  someone  with  un¬ 
limited  access  to  our  personal 
and  financial  information.  We 
can  only  hope  that  this  informa¬ 
tion  does  not  fall  into  the  wrong 
hands.  Someone  who  fraudu¬ 
lently  obtains  our  personal  infor¬ 
mation  can  use  it  to  make  pur¬ 


chases  with  our  credit  cards,  ac¬ 
cess  our  checking  accounts,  or 
create  a  criminal  record  under 
our  names.  On  average,  it  can 
take  victims  of  identity  theft  16 
months  to  clear  their  records  and 
sometimes  the  damages  are  per¬ 
manent. 

The  California  State  Legisla¬ 
ture  has  been  working  to  address 
the  issue.  Recent  legislation  by 
Sen.  Debra  Bowen  (D-Redondo 
Beach)  will  mandate  that 
California  businesses  take  im¬ 
portant  measures  to  guard 
against  identity  theft.  When  a 
business  owner  sees  that  a  credit 
report  contains  an  alert  or  some¬ 
thing  out  of  the  ordinary,  they 
will  now  be  required  to  contact 
the  person  whose  credit  they're 
checking.  This  is  a  step  many 
small  business  owners  say  they 
don't  mind  taking,  as  they  rely 
on  their  customers  to  be  in  good 
standing.  When  doing  business 
with  a  large  corporation,  cus¬ 
tomers  are  now  less  likely  to  be- 
corrte  faceless  names  or  numbers 
that  often  become  lost  in  transac¬ 
tions. 

1  have  also  joined  in  the  fight 
against  identity  theft  by  author¬ 
ing  a  bill,  AB  1387,  which 
would  help  protect  legislative 
employees  and  others  by  reduc¬ 
ing  the  use  of  Social  Security 
numbers  as  the  primary  identifi¬ 
cation  by  the  state  legislature. 
This  has  become  a  two-year  bill 
and  will  be  taken  up  again  in  the 
next  legislative  session. 

1  am  proud  of  the  measures 


we  are  taking  in 
the  legislature  to 
curb  identity  theft, 
but  there  are  also 
personal  measures 
you  may  take  to 
ensure  you  do  not 
become  a  victim: 

•  Order  your 
credit  report  once 
a  year  to  determine  if  there  is 
any  incorrect  information; 

•  Check  your  bank  statement 
promptly  when  it  arrives  to  en¬ 
sure  all  transactions  are  correct; 

•  Be  aware  of  your  mail  -  if 
you  are  missing  any  mail  it  is 
possible  that  someone  may  be 


stealing  it. 

•  Destroy  mail  or  paperwork 
containing  personal  identifying 
information  -  tear  or  shred 
charge  receipts,  copies  of  credit 
applications,  insurance  forms, 
credit  card  offers,  bank  state¬ 
ments,  etc. 

•  Finally,  get  to  know  your  lo¬ 
cal  merchants.  Talk  to  them 
about  identity  theft  and  how  you 
can  work  together  to  prevent  it. 
Identity  theft  claims  individual 
victims,  but  it  can  impact  entire 
communities.
